joyce in the World, nor make merry with its mirth ; but'rejoy- 
ceth in:the Truth,and is made glad with that which ſaves him from 
ſuch folly ; the wicked knows not+he life of. the Righteous, nor 
the ſpring whence his Virtues ariſe, nor-the power of his Change, 
nor the end of all his patient ſufferings and tryals, but Rands won=
